THE DOCUMENT 

This is the sales sample sheet that I found in a piece that I bought 
here in Mo. It is stained and all marked up with the number of 
pieces that someone was still seeking to complete their set.

If you look very closely you can 
make out the three of the most outlandish things I have ever seen 
offered as dinnerware. On the right column of the left page are two 
tureen and sauce boat sets, one that was shaped like a fish and one 
shaped like a turkey.
